During  the  3'-crr  a  fair  number  of  school  child’-'cn  have  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  c.nd  about  8Q>o  -  854^  of  the  Exomcnta.y  School  Children  have  been 
protected.  There  has  been  some  falling  off  iii  the  numbers  immunised  tiis  jz-ear, 
especially  in  those  under  5. 

All  that  can  be  done  is  being  done  to  protect  the  children  of  1  to  5  3'’cars 
and  from  85/o  to  9C^o  arc  now  -protected.

Samples  arc  taken  more  frequcntl3'’  than  in  -pre-y/ar  tiracs  and  aipipropriatc  a.ction 
is  taken  when  necessary.  A  greater  pro^portion  of  the  supp)ly  is  being  -pasteurised. 
The  milk  suprply  may  be  considered  to  be  reasonabl3''  clean  in  all  the  circumstances. 

The  gcncro.l  health  of  the  Town  is  good  as  shown  by  the  vital  statistics. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  lack  of  nutrition  and  the  children  bear  all  the  a'ppearanccs 
of  being  adcquatel3r  fed  and  clothed.
